Sir Oliver Lodge believed noth- 


ing he could not prove. His life 
may be said to have been .made 
up of two distinct chapters, during 
both of which he constantly en- 
deavored to prove that which was 
not generally known or believed. 

The first of these chapters, dur- 
ing which he was a natural scien- 
tist and material experimenter, 
went along until his fifty-sixth 
He achieved world-wide fame 
43 an inventor, assisted vitally in 
the development of wireless teleg- 
raphy and contributed largely to 
the general knowledge of electricity 
and physical phenomena. 

Matter had been Sir Oliver’s 
trade for more than 20 years when 
he wrote a criticism of Haeckel’s 
“The Riddle of the Universe.” 
Then he turned to psychic mani- 
festations and began to delve into 
the mysteries of mind. He pro- 
fessed to have found the hidden 
link between the living and those 
who had passed from the earth. 
He said his psychical inquiry was 
confirmed in 1916, when he claimed 
to have communicated with his 
son, Raymond, a British soldier, 
who was killed in act@n in France. 
He also insisted that he had “con- 
versed” with other persons in the 
spirit world who had given him 
“interesting glimpses of the great 
beyond.” 

In spiritualism he _ believed he 
had gone even farther than in his 
scientific investigation of material 
things. He predicted that the time 
would come when life could be 
created from a synthetic proto- 
plasm in the laboratory. 

“What has happened on earth in 
the past,” he said, “in the evolution 
cf life from primeval molten ma-

Warships Lay Smoke Screen.

It was believed here that the 
gunners were getting firing range 
from a Nazi plane flying high in 
the skies.

TOKYO, Aug. 22 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka has re- 
called Kensuke Horinouchi, Am- 
bassador to the United States, and 
four other Ambassadors in a sweep- 
ing shakeup of the diplomatic serv- 
ice, Domei, the authoritative Jap- 
anese news agency, reported to- 
day. 

Yoshisuke Aikawa, one of Ja- 
pan’'s outstanding industrialists 
and head of the great Manchuria 
Industrial Development Corpora- 
tion, was said in informed quar- 
ters to be a likely choice as Hori- 
nouchi’s successor, 

Domei said 19 Ministers and 16 
holders of important consular posts, 
including those at New York, Chi- 
cago, San Francisco, Honolulu and 
Manila, also were being recalled 
in the shakeup, which affects the 
foreign service in the Americas 
more than any other part of the 
world. 

Domei said the sweeping changes, 
which had been expected ever since 
the energetic Matsuoka became 
Foreign Minister, was considered 
preparatory to a “diplomatic of- 
fensive.’ Matsuoka has said he 
will make Japan’s diplomacy, free 
from “toadyism.” 

Besides Horinouchi the Ambas- 
sadors named by Domei as recalled 
are Kazue Kuwashima, Brazil; 
Toshihiko Taketomi, Turkey; Ren- 


zo Sawada, France, and Nasaaki,

Aikawa Powerful 
Called “Henry Ford of Japan.” 
Yoshisuke Aikawa has had one 

of the most spectacular careers in 

Japanese business history. 
Challenging the dominance of the 

great Mitsui and Mitsubishi com- 
bines, he has built up an inter- 
locking industrial and _ financial 
group known as the Nissan Con- 
cern which leads in several fields. 
Because one of his companies is 
the largest Japanese producer of 
automobiles he has often been 
called “the Henry Ford of Japan,” 
but his interests also include min- 
ing, insurance, electric power and 
other producing units. 

As a young man he spent three 
years in the United States study- 
ing the steel industry and, return- 
ing home, established in 1910 the 
first unit of his combine, the To- 
bata foundry. 

Aikawa has been closely associ- 
ated with Foreign Minister Yosuke 
Matsuoka in Manchuria, where 
Matsuoka was president of the 
South Manchuria Railway and 
Aikawa president of the Manchuria 
Industrial Development Corpora- 
tion. 

Aikawa has advocated efforts to 
enlist American capital in Man- 
churian development but thus far 
with no apparent result. Last year 
he announced he would head a mis- 
_sion to the United States for this 
purpose, but the plan was aban- 
doned. 

Aikawa will be 60 years old in 
November.

BERLIN, Aug. 22 (AP). 
RENCH belief in the invincibil-

When I traveled over 600 miles 
of the “west wall” last October in 
the first group of six foreign cor- 
respondents ever permitted to visit 
this area, the officers who acted 
as our guides took pains to explain 
to us that they had profited by 
the experiences of the Maginot Line 
and improved upon the French line 
of defense. 

It sounded like high pressure 
salesman’s talk then. 


“The Maginot defense is undoubt- 
edly a grandiose conception,” I still 
hear Lieutenant-Colonel Wagner 
of the General Staff saying to us. 
“But there is one danger point 
about it: It is so inter-connected 
and so massive that, once you have 
made a dent anywhere, the whole 
thing may collapse.” 


How Hitler Viewed It. 


He then explained to us how 
the Siegfried Line is built on the 
principle of diffusion rather than 
concentration. He even told us how

More than that, if the Sudeten 
Line lacked certain parts of the 
Maginot Line construction, Hitler 
had exact copies of these built in 
order to experiment and experi- 
ment un‘! the exact type of weap- 
on had been found that could 
shatter it. 


Last October, then, the German 
General Staff was already filled 
with the idea that the Maginot 
Line was inferior to the Siegfried 
Line, and that it had its Achilles 
heel if only one could find it.

Delay in Arming Laid to Senate 
In Holding Up $4,800,000,000 Bill 


Bankable Contract, Devised to Meet Difficul- 


ties Over Amortization, May Clear 
Way for Defense Board.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.— Mem- 
bers of the National Defense Com- 
mittee are disturbed over failure 
of the Senate to pass the $4,800,000,- 
000 defense appropriations bill. 
This, rather than differences with 
industry over amortization and 


profit, is the real reason for the 
delay in letting plane contracts, 
they say. 
The $4,800,000,000 bill has been 
passed by the House and is now 
on the calendar of the Senate with 
no indication of when it will be 
called up. The Senate is still con- 
sidering the conscription measure 
with no certainty that it will be 
voted on by the end of this week 
as administration leaders hope. 
There is resentment on the De- 
fense Commission that blame for a 
lag in the rearmament program 
should be put either on the com- 
mission itself or on industry for its 
insistence on satisfactory terms of 
amortization for new plant con- 
struction. 
Most of the funds for airplane 
construction, members of the com- 
mission explain, are contained in 
the $4,800,000,000. Funds for a total 
of only 4200 planes have been made 
available thus far and the commis- 
sion has not wanted to go ahead 
with allocation of contracts for this 
number apart from the complete 
air program. 

Reason for Waiting. 
To do so, it was explained, would 
be to lose the benefits of a mass 
production program laid out with 
the entire resources of the air- 
plane industry in view. The pro- 
gram to be allocated when the 
$4,800,000,000 is made available looks 
to allocation of upward of 30,000 
planes. William Knudsen, commis- 
sion member in charge of produc- 
tion, and Gen. Henry J. Arnold, 
thief of the air corps, are now 
making a nation-wide survey of 
aircraft factories looking to final 
details of the air program. 
The commission is expected to 
announce soon that a new form of 
contract procedure has been 
worked out. which will remove 
many of the obstacles now en- 
countered with respect to amorti- 
gation. In this new form of con- 
tract the question of amortization 
of new plant construction will be 
considered entirely apart from the 
price of the tank or plane called 
for in the contract. 
A procedure has been worked out 


cf industry whereby it will be pos- 
sible, when & contract has been 
completed, to reach an agreement 
on a figure that will represent 
the residual value of the plant con- 
structed in connection with fulfill- 
ment of the contract. ‘The plant 
with its agreed-upon value will be- 
long at completion of the contract 
to the Government.

Bankable Contract. 

The new form of Government 
contract will be, for the first time 
in the history of such transactions, 
bankable. That is, the industry or 
the contractor will be able on sign- 
ing the contract to obtain a loan 
on it up to virtually the face value 
of the contract. 

Full details of this new contract 
will be made known, it is under- 
stood, at the end of the week. Mem- 
bers of the Defense Commission are 
optimistic that it will greatly ex- 
pedite the allocation of Government 
orders under the defense program. 
But they point out that while it 
will make it possible to get around 
many obstacles it will not remove 
the hitch that has developed over 
tax amortiz< tion. Congress wilil 
have to pass_ tax legislation 
specifying amortization allowances, 
members of the commission stress. 

There is hope that Congress may 
complete passage of a tax bill by 
the end of next week. Chairman

Rules on Plane Contracts Drawn by 
Comptroller-General. 
By the Associated Press. P 

R. N. Elliott, acting Comptroller- 
General, laid down rules today to 
guide the War Department in writ- 
ing contracts for the erection at 
Government expense of new fac- 
tories in which private manufac- 
turers would build airplanes on 
army contract. 

Interpreting four different de- 
fense acts passed in June and July, 
Elliott said: 

1. The contracts may provide for 
paying regular prices for the air- 
planes and separate installments to 
reimburse manufacturers for build- 
ing new factories. This made it 
unnecessary to pad airplane prices 
to take care of the factory costs. 

2. The contracts may provide that 
rafter the airplanes have been built 
a board of arbitrators shall decide 
how much the manufacturer should 
pay if he wants to buy the factory 
from the Government. 

3. Such contracts cannot obligate 
the Government to pay the manu- 
facturer for maintenance of a fac- 
tory built at Government expense 
after the airplanes have been built 
and the factory is idle. 

4. The contracts cannot bind the 
Government against using the 
plants for “commercial” purposes 
after the military airplane con- 
tracts are completed. 

5. The manufacturer who builds a 
factory at Government expense 
must not be promised first right to 
buy the factory when the Govern- 
ment offers it for sale after the 


completion of the airplane contract.

The bill provides: ; 

1. Authority for the Export-Im- 
port bank to lend an aggregate of 
$500,000,000 to Canada and Latin-

“orderly marketing” of exportable 
surpluses. 


2. Authority for the Reconstruc-

Leon Trotsky lived and died a 
dissenter. He never was orthodox, 
not even an orthodox revolutionist. 
His first straying away occurred 
in his teens when he gave up the 
relatively lush life of a middle-class 
Russian youth to become the friend 
of the miserable factory workers 
of Czarist Russia. 

He could not even agree with 
Lenin. je broke with Lenin 
when Lenin was an exile in 
England, long before that lead- 
er of ‘the Bolshevik  revolu- 
tion returned to Russia to formu- 
late and guide the Kerensky over- 
throw of 1917. But their most fa- 
mous disagreement centered about 
the decision of Brest-Litovsk. 

Russia had been whipped by the 
Germans but refused to admit de- 
feat. The October Bolshevik over- 
throw had come and gone. The 
Kaiser wanted the Russian-German 
struggle off his hands. Old Rus- 
sian Poland had been invaded, the 
pitiful, ill-equipped Russian armies 
had been roundly spanked.

Before long he and his wife and 
their two sons were on a ship 
bound for New York. There are 
numerous tales about Trotsky’s 
New York activities. All sorts of 
jobs are assigned to him. Probably 
the most popular account makes 
him a street car conductor. As a 
matter of fact, he devoted his time 
in New York to his twin jobs of 
writing and talking revolution and 
nothing else. 

Return to Russia. 

Then came the overthrow of the 
Czar and the Kerensky effort 
at a Russian bourgeois Repub- 
lic. No more need Russian po- 
litical exiles remain away from 
their native land. Trotsky made his 
way to Petrograd, joined hands 
again with Lenin, and soon got ar- 
rested and jailed. He was short- 
ly released, took the leadership of 
the Petrograd Workers’ Soviets 
(Councils) and became a power. 

Kerensky’s mild policies got no- 
where. Kerensky made no peace 
with the Central Powers. 

The Bolsheviks cried for peace 
and land for the peasants. The Gov- 
ernment of Petrograd ordered the 
Workers’ Soviets to place their 


peasants by “unmitigated force.”

Here there are many differences 
of opinion. Trotsky always con- 
tended that he was the one who 
followed Lenin’s line, that Stalin 
had shamefully deserted it. The 
Stalinists, on the other hand, point 
to many alleged differences be- 
tween Lenin and Trotsky. 

Death of Lenin. 

But on Jan. 21, 1924, Lenin died. 
Trotsky, who said in his autobiog- 
raphy that he was ill at the time, 
was in southern Russia. 

Now came one of those incidents 
which may or may not have been 
a deciding factor in a man’s life. 
Trotsky, through acute illness, 
or through some temperamental 
quirk, elected to stay where he 
was. When the streets of Moscow 
were thronged with the crowds 
that paid homage to Lenin, Trot- 
sky was not there to take his place 
in the funeral procession. Among 
those who trudged through the bit- 
ter cold with Lenin’s coffin in their 
hands were Stalin and Molotov and 
Kalinin, “old Bolsheviks.” Some 
say Trotsky’s absence had a pro- 
found and bitter effect on the 
people of Moscow and the Bolshe- 
viks who carried their leader’s 
bier, Certain it is that had Trot- 
sky been in Moscow his place 
in the ceremonies would and could 
not have been denied. What an 
opportunity it would have been 
for Trotsky, the master orator, to 
sell himself to the lesser Bolshe- 
viks and to the soldiers and work- 
ers. Perhaps he was physically un- 
able to take advantage of his op- 
portunity. In any event, he didn’t. 


Stalin-Trotsky Battle. 


Now Lenin was dead and the 
Stalin-Trotsky battle was on. The 
Trotskyists explain it this way: 
Before Lenin died, Stalin had be- 
come party secretary. Stalin used 
this post to pack the party against 
Trotsky, to undermine him, to push 
him aside and finally into exile. 

Adherents of Stalin contend this 
is nonsense. They say that Lenin 
never had complete confidence in 
Trotsky. that he had no faith in 
his stability. They say that even 
before Lenin’s death, Trotsky, if 
displeased, would break with the 
decisions of the party’s political 
bureau, would start out on his own 
cr, at best, fail to conform.

High Flying Ineffective. 


3. High flying, level bombing at- 
hacks do not do any great amount

ess. 
en Small formations can penetrate 
to inland points almost at will when 
flying high and do not suffer se- 
verely on the average, but they 
do not do much damage, nor can 
they have that continuity of effort 
which is essential to decisive re- 
ts in air bombing. 
‘i. The defenses of London in par- 

lar are extremely formidable 
and cannot be penetrated save at 
heavy sacrifice. 

6. Meanwhile, night after night 
without respite, British bombers 
eontinue their raids over Germany, 
suffering little loss, doing consid- 
erable damage. There is no sign 
whatever of the German attacks in 
any way overcoming or even re- 
desing efficiency of «the R.A.F. in 
either defensive or offensive opera- 
‘tions. 


Analysis of Losses. 


The German efforts appear to 
‘\have been mainly directed toward 
breaking down the effectiveness of 
the R. A. F. by attacks on its 
bases and, of course, by the inci- 
ental losses sustained by aircraft 
i flight. The latter were not very 
gh; numerically, they were 
around one-fourth of the German 
losses, but we must consider that 
the British were using only fight- 
ets, while the German formations 
were apparently about equally di- 
vided between fighters and bomb- 
ers. 


figures are not available as to the 
humbers of British aircraft em- 
ployed: but at least for specula- 
' @ purposes we can arrive at a 
isi percentage if we make 
certain assumptions:. (a) that the 
German losses in fighters were 
about one-third of their total, 
bombers about two-thirds; (b) that 
the British employed about 50 per 
tent more fighters than the Ger- 
Mans did in each day's fighting, 
on the average; (c) that in each 
day's fighting the number of Ger- 
Man bombers and fighters was 
roughly equal; (d) that the total 
British losses averaged one-fourth 
(numerically) of the total German 
es, and were all fighters. 


Many British Saved. 


On these assumptions the Ger- 
mans, if their average losses were 
5 per cent, lost 10 per cent of 
heir fighters and 20 per cent of 

ir bombers for each mission 
Own, again on the average; the 
British lost 5 per cent of their 
fighters. But the German losses

| When we come to bombers, the 
situation is somewhat different. 
Here the Germans have a greater 
numerical superiority—perhaps as 
much as 2 to 1. Here also they 
have a large reserve. But they 
must face, in continued large-scale 
operations over Britain, proportion- 
ate losses of 20 per cent or more 
for each mission flown, while the 
British bomber force is sustaining 
only a fraction of such losses. The 
reason for this is that the British 
are confining themselves to night 
bombing. The Germans, cutting 
corners in the matter of training, 
of instruments, and other -bottle- 
necks in order to get the large 
numbers needed for sustained and 
effective attacks, are not very good 
at night bombing. The British are. 

Of course, when there is no op- 
position, day bombing is far more 
effective than night bombing; but 
night bombing can do a great deal 
of damage when carried out by 
well-trained crews with good equip- 
ment, and its risks are very small. 
Fighter plafes are not effective at 
night, defense against night bomb- 
ing being principally in the hands 
of the anti-aircraft artillery, sup- 
plemented by searchlights, machine 
guns and rockets. Night bombers 
can therefore dispense with fighter 
escorts, and can penetrate any- 
where within their radii of action. 

If we assume that large-scale at- 
tacks are to be continued over Brit- 
ain, the Germans must face the 
spectacle of their own bomber force 
going down at the rate of 20 per 
cent Or more of the planes em- 
ployed, while the British are sus- 
taining losses of not more than 1 
per cent, if that much, in their 
night raids over Germany. Even a 
two-to-one superiority will not 
stand up long under that sort of 
thing. 


British Raids’ Effect.

Drop in Nazi Prospects. 


If the Germans do attack with 
larger forces, they are risking pro- 
portionately larger losses with no 
assurance of proportionately larger 
results, Indeed, these latter would 
have to be much larger in propor- 
tion, to justify such a risk. They 
must be overwhelming, as far as 
the R. A. F. is concerned. 

From the German point of view, 
the results of the past week must 
be decidedly discouraging, the out- 
look for the future perhaps darker 
than at any moment since the in- 
vasion of Norway began. They 
have reached th. limit which Na- 
poleon reached—the beaches of the 
continent. They have little sea 
power. They must sweep away the 
stronghold of British sea power, or 
that sea power in the end will 
strangle them, as it strangled Na- 
poleon and the Hohenzollern Em- 
pire.

American inconsistency in demanding both Monroe Doctrine for 
Western Hemisphere and right to intervene in Oriental affairs 
pointed out by New York newspaper; editorial says United States 
can save itself a lot of trouble by becoming realistic about Japan.

T looks more and more likely that Japan 
is going to make its “Asia for the Asiat- 
ics” doctrine stick in the long run. May- 
be in the short run, if the keystone of the 
British Empire crumbles under the bombs 
of Goering’s blitzkriegers. 

Anyway, the Japanese have now bulldozed 
the hard-pressed British into pulling their 
troops out of Shanghai, leaving control of 
the International Settlement divided be- 
tween the Japanese and the United States 
marines. The marines, incidentally, have 
been pushed down to a four-mile strip of 
waterfront in Shanghai, which might be 
taken as a symbolic forecast of where the 
white man’s political power in Asia is 
headed. 

For some reason, a lot of Americans have 
a mental blind spot on this subject of “Asia 
for the Asiatics.”’ 

Ninety-nine per cent of us, we estimate, 


, 


can understand why it is entirely right and: 


proper for the United States to have its 
Monroe Doctrine, and to back it up with all 
the necessary ships, soldiers, planes and 


guns, 


The Monroe Doctrine means America 
(both Americas) for the Americans.” ° It 
means We don’t want England, Germany or 
any other non-American Power planting 
any new colonies over here. We don’t even 
want their nationals to build up too much 
political power for themselves under exist- 
ing North or South American governments. 

We're the most powerful nation in the 
Western Hemisphere, and we'd be foolish 
not to take every indicated step to stay so. 

But when it comes to “Asia for the Asiat- 
ics,” many of us feel just the other way. 

The prevailing American conviction 
(shared by our Government up to this writ- 
ing) is that the Japanese have their nerve 
to suggest any such thing, and are rascals 
for trying to enforce such a policy. 

We dislike as much as anybody else to 


| If it makes that grade, it will be more of a 
| menace to peace than it ever has been before. 
| But Japan appears to be making that 
| grade rapidly. We think in any event that 
| some nation or combination of nations is 
| sooner or later going to make an “Asia for

Such watertight compartment stuff will 
not come to pass, or if it does, it won’t last 
long. Trade is the lifeblood of nations, and 
of the world. Tourniquets twisted onto 
the arteries of trade for political or moral 
reasons never have held for very long, and 


we think (and hope) never will.

Our conviction is that we can save our- 
selves a lot of trouble by becoming realistic 
about Japan. 

We should recognize Japan’s power, en- 
ergy and ambition; and we should restore 
friendly trade relations with Japan—some- 
thing to which we are reliably advised the 
Japanese would be very agreeable. 

However, our official guides and counsel- 
ors aren't doing anything like that. They 
go on scolding Japan for every move it 
makes toward Asiatic domination. 

So we'd better rush conscription and rush 
also the building of an army of at least 
1,000,000 mechanic-sergeants, plus an air 
force of 50,000 planes and 100,000 pilots.

His victory over John J. de Boer 
of the Chicago State Normal School 


by a vote of 408 to 238 was re- 
vealed by the union’s Elections 
Committee, which conducted the 
election last night in connection 


with the organization’s twenty- 
fourth annual convention. 
The delegates were split into 


rival factions behind the two presi- 
dential candidates. 

All successful candidates for 15 
vice-presidents were on the slate 
headed by Dr. Counts and included 
Paul Preisler, St. Louis. 

Following announcement of the 
election outcome, Dr. Counts e¢om- 
mented: “It was a clear and un- 
equivocal opposition to totalitarian- 
ism in all forms, in both foreign 
and domestic brands.” 

The adherents of Dr. Counts were 
organized as the “joint progressive 
caucus,” the De Boer supporters as 
“the Educational Defense Commit- 
tee.” 

Both sides have vigorously de- 
nounced Communism, 

The “joint progressive caucus” in 
a statement yesterday declared: 
“We strongly condemn and oppose 
any attempt at manipulation of the 
American Federation of Teachers 
: . by a Communist group or 
any other group whose activities 
in the union are directed primarily 
toward furthering the ends of 
agencies .. . external to the union 
and its policies.” 

De Boer, in a statement issued

RAPID RISE OF RURAL 
MAIL SERVICE TRAGED 


Begun in 1896 as Experiment, 
S. W. Purdum Tells of Its 
Huge Growth. 


The development of rural mail 
service was traced by Smith. W. 
Purdum, Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter General, in an address last 
night at a dinner of the National 
Rural Letter Carriers’ Association 
at Municipal Auditorium. 

The service was begun as an ex- 
periment in 1896 over the opposi- 
tion of many Congressmen who re- 
garded it as “fantastic” and felt 
the cost would be out of all pro- 
portion to the benefits, Purdum re- 
lated. “Many country merchants 
opposed it because they feared the 
loss of business to mail order 
houses and postmasters at many 


small offices were apprehensive that 


their offices would be discontinued 
and their earnings adversely af- 
fected,” he said. 

As a result of these objections, 
he coptinued, the service was ad- 
ministered at first in “very frugal 
manner.” By the end of the last 
fiscal year, however, the service had 
grown from the original three 
routes in West Virginia to 32,646 
routes, serving about 7,000,000 fami- 
lies. Salaries of carriers were in- 
creased from $200 a year to an 
average of $2021 a year. 

“Although the Rural Service now 
costs in excess of $91,000,000 a year, 
no one would be so reckless as to 
declare it should be abandoned or 
curtailed,” he asserted. He said 
the annual cost of operating the 
service was now $2,000,000 less than 
it was when James J. Farley be- 
came Postmaster-General in 1933. 
Rural mail carriers are serving 
3,000,000 more persons than in 1933. 

The aggregate length of rural 
routes is now 1,401,690 miles.

Summer is a good time to try 
out new ways of preparing that 
istandby which laughs at seasons, 
the potato. - 

Hot potato salad goes with the 
popular cold cuts for hot weather 
meals.. Added to diced chicken, it 
makes a new kind of salad. 


Cook potatoes with their jackets 
on and store them in the refrigera- 
tor in a covered dish. They will 
then be ready for any emergency. 

Chicken Potato Salad. 

One cup leftover chicken. 

One-half cup celery. 

Two cups potatoes, diced. 

One-fourth cup stuffed olives. 

Mayonnaise. 

Dice all ingredients. Season to 
taste and mix well with mayon- 
naise. Place salad in individual 
|paper cups with covers. Line cup 
with lettuce, if desired. Leave in 
the refrigerator until the last mo- 
ment. Any leftover meat may be 
used in place of the chicken. 

If you haven’t the leftover meat, 
then make up the salad without it 
and serve it with assorted cold cuts. 
Hot Potato Salad. 
Eight potatoes, boiled. 
Two heaping tablespoons minced 
parsley. 
One small onion, minced. 
One-half cup chopped celery. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
Three slices bacon. 
One-half cup sugar. 
Two tablespoons flour. 
One-half cup weak vinegar. 
One-fourth cup water. 
Cut bacon into pieces, crisp and 
remove from frying pan. Mix sugar, 
salt and flour together. Add liquids 
and stir. Then add to the bacon 
fat in the frying pan. Cook until 
thick, stirring continuously. Pour 
hot over peeled, thinly sliced boiled 
potatoes. Add parsley, onion and 
celery, and salt to taste. Be careful 
not to crush potatoes while mixing. 
iServe this salad while still slightly 
warm, garnished with crisp bacon. 
Do not chill, as this makes the 
salad taste greasy due to the hard- 
ening of the bacon fat.

surpasses even the Russian OGPU, 
employs only about 5000 agents 
abroad. One of its special tasks is 
watching over German refugee em- 
igrants, but it does not scorn to 
cast an eye even on Nazis in good 
standing, some of whom have been 
known to speak slightingly of the 
Fuehrer or to express a passing 
wish for greater personal freedom. 
Therefore one or more agents Can 
be found in every German consulate 
or embassy abroad. A good angler 
can manage to find others in the 
larger German commercial enter- 
prises, such as shipping or oil com- 
panies. 


In addition to the agencies al-| 
ready mentioned, there exists a co- 
lonial political department headed 
by Gen. Franz Ritter von Epp, 
Hitler’s special friend, which car- 
ries on a lively pro-Nazi propa- 
ganda in the former German colo- 
nies and among Germans in colo- 
nies of other countries. 


Radio Spies. 


Although there is some doubt, 
presumably it is the Gestapo that 
picks out special agents for partic- 
ular jobs in countries that happen 
at a particular moment to interest 
the Nazis most. Rumor speaks of a 
high-class German technician who 
managed to find a relatively insig- 
nificant job in an American broad-

considerable, and the effect on Ger- 
man morale highly gratifying. 

The Nazis, furthermore, are 
learning a good deal about Brit- 
ain’s power in the air, which they 
had had no chance to learn before, 

The propaganda effects in other 
countries of German air victories 
against the British are also, pre- 
sumably, gratifying to the Nazis. 

And, finally, the “betwixt and be- 
tween” scale of the present air 
activity, bigger than what went be- 
fore, but smaller than what is ex- 
pected for a final showdown, may 
be an attempt at mystification. 
Adolf Hitler has repeatedly shown 
himself a master of surprise. He 
is perfectly capable of launching 
his real attack on England without 
the kind of air preparation all the 
experts expect, if he decides he can 
get better results more cheaply and 
more quickly that way. 


As to Blockade. 


The new Nazi “total blockade” 
of the British Isles also doubtless 
helps serve this purpose of mysti- 
fication, among others. For the 
proclamacion of a blockade changes 
very little of the actual conduct of 
the German operations. The Nazis 
were already doing as effectively as 
they could the things which they 
Say they are going to do under the 
aegis of a blockade. 

A blockade, furthermore, contrib- 
utes really decfsive effects in a 
war only after the lapse of many 
months and even years. There is 
every reason to believe, however, 
that the Germans intend to force 
the issue against England within 
the next few weeks. If this is the 
case, then the blockade will have 
extremely little effect. Then why 
proclaim it? First, probably, for 
the satisfaction it affords the Ger- 
mans symbolically to turn the tables 
on the Allies, who blockaded the 
Reich so effectively in the last 
war, and for any disquiet the an- 
nouncement of a blockade may 
Cause among the British them- 
selves, who are reported here to 
have been suffering for some time 
from shortages of various kinds. 

And second, possibly to mislead 
the British into thinking that the 
Reich intends to fight a long- 
drawn-out war. If enough people 
in England can be made to think 
that this is the Reich’s purpose, 
then the country, presumably, will 
be less able psychologically to re- 
sist a lightning attack.

One par- 
ticularly good dodge is, in most 
places the creation of two Nazi or- 
ganizations, one of which acts in a 
strictly legal way. Another (until 
it was found out) was the use of 
German servant girls. Dutch em-|

en with a perfect stranger in flu- | 
ent Oxford English. She was dis- | 
missed—and took with her the)

Unearthed 
in time, the Nazi conspiracy is rela- 
tively harmless.

The 
king plucked the last adverse 
trump, East eagerly discarding the 
spade eight, significance of which 
did not escape the highly ambiti- 
ous declarer, Visions of a set of 
one to two tricks already had de- 
scended upon him. He pushed his 
last club toward the ace, then 
ruffed the third round. A small 
trump put the lead back on the 
board and the last club was 
trumped. 

“Now South nonchalantly tossed 
down the heart 10 and awaited de- 
velopments. West hesitated per- 
ceptibly and played low, dummy 
accommodating. likewise. East 
surveyed the situation and de- 
clined the trick. Thus the fat was 
in the fire. With mucho gusto, de- 
clarer played another heart to the 
ace. East still might have salvaged 
the defense by underplaying his 
king, but a moment later dummy’s 
last heart trapped him with the 
undesired lead and he was a gone 
goslin. Obviously, the returm of a 
spade from the previously adver- 
tised king made the finesse to the 
queen a cakewalk. 

“Aside from the assistance ren- 
dered by the desperate defenders, 
should a small slam have been at- 
tempted on this hand, or should the 
bidding have followed a different 
pattern? I wonder also if there 
are any more legitimate ways of 
making the hand in the long run 
through a more subtle procedure.

It is too bad that North and South 
were so ambitious and reached a 
slam on this deal, because in so do- 
ing they spoiled what would have 
been an elegant problem for a 
mere game contract in diamonds. 
There was no earthly way to take 
12 tricks, always excepting, of 
course, such a remarkable “de- 
fense” as was offered. West, by 
ducking the heart 10, and East, by 
being so coy about accepting the 
first heart trick offered, made 
declarer’s lot a veritable bed of 
roses. 

Just a word about the bidding. 
North was far too enthusiastic 
about his honor trick holding. His 
four heart bid was bad from every 
angle, inasmuch as it showed a 
playable heart suit which, of 
course, was not there. South's 
bidding was quite legitimate. 

As I have said, there was no 
play whatever for six diamonds. 
but if the partners had rested at 
five diamonds there would have 
been a nice play. At this legitimate 
contract (although three no trump 
would have been much safer) the 
best and winning line of play 
would be: Win the opening club 
lead in dummy, draw two rounds 
of trumps, cash the other club 
honor, and ruff a club. Return to 
the diamond jack and ruff the last 
club. Then lay down the ace and 
deuce of spades. Now, with spades 
and clubs’ stripped from both 
hands, the defenders would have 
to open up the heart suit and, of 
course, a heart lead from either 
East or West would assure de- 
clarer of two tricks in the heart 
suit.

HE No. 1 book of the year to 
T me is Dr. Eugene de Savitsch’'s 

“In Search of Complications” 
(‘Simon & Schuster, New York). 
Dr. ge Savitsch was born in Rus- 
sia. . raised in the official court 
surrounding the Tsar at Tsarskoe 
Selo thrilled, as small boys 
will, to the incredible scandal 
which linked the Empress and her 
Court with Rasputin . . watched, 
with widening eyes, the spread of 
the revolution . . Was swept out, 
at 14, into new and unknown 
worlds. 

Today he is an eminent medico 
in Washington, D.C. But, between 
that bloodied and bewildered past 
and the security of the present, 
lies as astounding a mixture of 
misery and mirth, horror, adven- 
ture, triumph and monotonous 
drudgery as ever hammered plastic 
youth into tempered maturity. 

Such stories are not unknown to 
America. They were, once, the 
makings of America. We lived 
them—saw’ them lived by our 
fathers. We read them—preached

them to our children. But lately 
we have forgotten them. They 
were part of that solid framework 
that was swamped in the boom- 
and-booze days of the Twenties. 
They were snickered at by the

While the “White Russian” aris- 
tocracy which he had known aban- 
doned itself to dreams or sought 
for easy pickings, young De Sa- 
vitsch went out looking for trou- 
ble.

It is the 
actual analysis of the man’s spirit- 
ual pattern—and, incidentally, the 
secret of his success. 

He looked for trouble. He looked 
for trouble because he liked trou- 
ble. It might—and did—mean vari- 
ous unpleasant things.

Lone- 
liness. Months in a California san- 
atorium. Drudgery in Denver and 
Chicago medical schools. Hell in 
Africa. But ealways—always—life 
was worth whatever it cost. And 
never, never, was it lived for mere 
success. That's the substance of 
De Savitsch’s story of his life. And

This brief excureiton Into medt- 
cal history was suggested by some 
discussion current in medical jour- 
nals concerning the possibility of 
curing hay fever by swallowing 
small amounts of potassium chio- 
ride. In all the schemes for the 
treatment of hay fever that have | 
held the stage for the last 25 
years, little hee been said about 
medicines — either by mouth or 
even applied to the nose. As de- 
scribed in the column yesterday, 
the approved and successful treat- 
ment is based on the idea of creat- 
ing immunity to the pollens which 
cause hay fever by injecting vac- 
cines hypodermically. 

The results of this form of 
treatment have been quite suc- 
cessful, but it admittedly is, to say 
the least, cumbersome. It involves 
going to the doctor’s office every 
few days for weeks on end—so 
that you get to know the doctor or 
the technician in his office almost 
better than you do your own fam- 
ily. This also takes up time, if 
time is a factor. And the treat- 
ments, while they couldn't be 
called painful, do involve hypoder- 
mics and annovances like that. 

So all the while people have been 
wondering if there wasn't some- 
thing you could swallow and the 
hay fever would go away—going 
back to the good old principle of 
getting the right medicine for 
what ails you. 

The drug suggested is potas 
sium chloride. Opinions differ as 
to its effectiveness. In Tucson, 
Ariz., a doctor reported good 
results in cases of hay fever and 
chronic vasomotor sinus trouble 
In Chicago, on the other hand, 
practically no gor" results were 
reported. The same tidings come 
from San Diego, Cal. The theoreti- 
cal basis on which the treatment 
was first suggester was the find- 
ing of low blood. serum potassium 
in allergic states, 

This particular attempt may or 
may not be successful, but the 
hope that allergic manifestations 
will some day respond to simple 
drug therapy is an encouraging 
one.
